WHICH 13 THE SETTER sTROKE?

The difference beiween the iwo sirokes hore 1a very
marked; so greal, 1u fact, that If erther beals the oiher
badly 1t is & question wheillier the winning coe will not
be promptiy adopted by both sides heresfler.
